Hotel? <A reserva- 
tion has been made for him. Surprised 
and pleased, Jose sits quietly as the 
taxi slides through the traffic and the 
man points out the places of interest 
that they pass. At last, the taxi draws 
to the curb in the downtown district. 

“This is International House,’. the 
man Says.

It 
is Mlled with pitch and resin that help 
to make it almost impossible to ex- 
tinguish once it ignites, Tests at Un- 
derwriters’ Laboratories show that an 
average size tree takes less than two 
minutes to burn completely, and in 
fact one 12-foot spruce turned to dusty 
ashes in only 18 seconds. : 

Many methods of flameproofing 
Christmas tfees have been tried, but 
none-have proved successful. Nowapays 
contacted the National Safety Council] 
and the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers for advice on preventing Christ- 
mas tree fires. Both organizations have 
devised simple rules for the protection 
of Yuletide celebrants. 


First, choose a small tree, not a biz 
orn’.

Waves OVEs jogs and sharp 
dips, a cottontail rabbit speeds - 
along his customary snow-covered run- 
way. Close behind, punctuating-the De- 
cember air with exciting yelps, a beagle 
drives him through the dense growth of 
beech and hemlock trees bordering a 
lowland stream. i 
Tensely you wait for a glimpse of the 
fleeting brown ball, ready to swing the 
12-gauge shotgun to your shoulder and

chase suddenly veers to the left. You 
decide he is taking a criss-cross trail! 
to his hidden lair, 

You slip over to the edge of a hollow 
through which the runway passes, and 
giue your attention on the lane ahead. 
Nearer sounds the frantic yipping of the 
dog, and your muscles tighten in an- 
ticipation, The double-barrel shotgun, 
loaded with No. 6 chilled shot, is half 
raised, and automatically your thumb 
pushes the safety bar off. 

A movement catches your eyes, and 
you see the cottontail come streaking 
headlong. It's a straightaway target, 
and. this means a drop in aim is neces- 
sary to allow for the rate at which 
the animal is moving towards you. 
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Otherwise you might over-shoot and. 
miss entirely, Your*objective.is to 


‘reach the head, if possible, rather than 


litter the body with pellets and spoil 
the edible flesh. The gun jumps to your 
shoulder; swiftly the rabbit is lined up 
with the sights, the muzzle is lowered 
slightly, and you squeeze the trigger. 
In an instant the cottontail stumbles, 
rolls over in the soft ‘snow, kicks a 
couple of times, and lies still. _B 
i abbit inkd_the gage’ _ 
pocket of your hunting coat, you strike 
out for the stream and stalk past an 
alder thicket where signs are plentiful.

ABBITS, IN FACT, are everybody's 


on the run from brush heaps, windfalls, 


tv. More~outdoorsmen—tramp-—.low,.evergreens,-alders, hollow logs, and 


through the fields and woods, with 
shotgun or small bore rifle, in quest of 
these four-legged. creatures than of any 
other species, It’s a favorite national 
pastime at this season of the year. 

In most cases only a short drive, or 
hike, is needed to bring you to the 
types of cover where rabbits feed and 
raise their. families—cow pastures, corn- 
fields, rough fence rows, bushy ditch 
banks, lines of brush heaps, groups of 
briar-grown knolls, wooded plots, ever- 
green marshes, and swales. Here you 
may bag your limit within a short time, 
with or without the aid of a dog. It 
isn’t hard .to understand, then, why 
rabbits rate so highly with some ten 
or twelve:million sportsmen. 

When the season closes for hunting 
big game and birds, you turn more 
actively to banging away at rabbits. 
During the early days the earth is 
usually bare,-making it harder to locate 
the quarry unless assisted by a trained 
hound. But by December there-is gen- 
erally a layer of tracking snow, and 
under moderate weather conditions the 
rabbits may be easily rounded up. 

At this time the brownish fur of the 
cottontails may be detected against the 
snow, and if there are exposed areas of 
ground the white streaks and cotton- 
ball tails of the rabbits may likewise 
be readily discovered. 

The varying hares, on the other hand, 
change tolor from their brown summer 
coats to white winter jackets with the 
coming of cold temperatures and snow. 
When the sun has caused wide, bare 
patches to appear, the big snowshoes— 
aptly named from their long and brohd 
hind feet— stand out as plainly as sea 
gulls resting on a tiny pond. When they 
are .squatting motionless against the 
snow, however, it is sometimes impos- 
sible to observe them. 

This has been proven~ repeatedly. 


While hunting in the North Woods with 


my brother, I have seen him march 
past a number of snowshoes at differ- 
ent times without noticing them.: The 
hares. would remain perfectly still until 
he had gone a few steps beyond, then, 
like ghostly shadows, would move 
silently away. And I’m-sure this situa- 
tion has happened to me, 

So secure do they feel in their winter 
garb. that often the snowshoes will let 
hunters walk within ten feet without 
stirring to attract attention. Once I 
caught sight of a huge one merely 
because he flicked an ear and attracted 
my attention. 

Ordinarily, these rabbits, unlike cot- 
fontails, when aroused will travel only 
a short distance before stopping, unless 
goaded by a dog. Of those I have put

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small depressions, many of them, after 
‘executing the high and long leaps for 
which they are noted, have soon paused 
to look around—often very obligingly 
on the crest of a Knoll! They have an 


inborm curiosity, remedied only. after a | 


few alarming encounters.with guns and 
hounds, Their sense of security, arising 
from the camouflage of their white fur. 
leads them into danger. ‘ 

Since the smaller, more accessible 
cottontails are sought so zealously, they 
quickly learn the rudiments of. evading 
their enemies. They acquire an amazing 
fund of tricks, particularly if they have 
profited by the experience of one or 
two seasons. These rabbits present tan- 
talizing targets, and are shrewd rascals 
at outwitting both man and dog. For 
this reason it takes greater skill to bag 
them than it does to get the slower and 
less suspicious snowshoes. If this were 
not true, the -cqttontails could not sur- 
vive the tremendous inroads on their 
numbers, < 


OTTONTAILS ni lead dogs on 
long and twisting ‘courses, some- 
times taking them beyond )éaring dis- 
tance. But if you know that you are in

the vicinity of their home ports, you - 


simply wait by. a runway until] they 
circle back, A rabbit may dive into his 
den and come out at the other end, but 

- usually he'll stay below. 
You may hunt cottontail, snowshoe, 


and jack rabbits with small-bore rifle 


or shotgun. It’s appropriate to use a 
rifle when possible, for the single bul- 
Jets are far less apt -to destroy the 
flesh and hide than are the little pellets 
of the shotgun shell. When the animals 
are broadside, or have “frozen” to the 
ground, it isn’t. too difficult to hit them 
with a .22 or .25-20 caliber rifle mounted 
with a-telescope sight. The high-speed 
.22 cartridges are adequate. : 

When the rabbits are racing full-tilt, 
or weaving among the trees, you'll do 
better with a scattergun. This is especi- 
ially true when they. are rumning along 
a straight or slanting course, requiring 


a slight lead to make an effective shot. ” 


Many hunters prefer the 13-pauge 
double-barrel shotgun, having open and 
modified choke bores, although the 
pump or automatic shotgun is also popu- 
lat. The size ammunition to employ may 
be No. 7%, 6, or 4. For average shoot- 
ing, the high velocity No, 6 chilled shot 
fs satisfactory. ,
